We will be responsible for all money sent us through the mails, if remit- 
tance is made by P. O. or Express Order, Draft or Registered Letter. We will also pay the cost of the 
Money Order. Deduct the same from the amount of your order. Do not send local checks. Small 
amounts may be sent safely in postage stamps. 

3. SAFE ARRIVAL. We guarantee everything we send out to arrive in good order. If potatoes 
freeze on the road we will refill the order if the time of shipping was left to our discretion.

2 NEW VARIETIES OF POTATOES. 
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OLDS’ PROLIFIC (Our New 1908 Potato). 


Last year we sent out single tubers of this potato for trial under the name ‘‘Olds’ 
New 1908 Potato.’’ We give below just a few of the many reports received. Read them. 

HISTORY.—Olds’ Prolific originated some years ago at Grand Rapids, Wis., with Mr. 
L. H. Read, the famous potato specialist and plant breeder. Our attention was called to 
it as something that promised great things, and after testing it a year we bought the 
entire stock at a high price. That was in 1906. We planted it here that year, and in our 
trial grounds, out of 18 varieties, it made the largest growth of any. This last season, 
1907, most of our stock was grown in central Wisconsin. See illustration on the inside 
of front cover. We visited the field Aug. 28, and at that time we measured vines fully 
6 feet long and counted 15 good potatoes of marketable size from one hill, a number of 
other hills containing 11 or 12 good-sized potatoes, hills 18 inches apart in the row. 

DESCRIPTION.—Briefly, it is a pure white potato, of fine appearance, oblong in 
shape; skin quite well netted; cooking qualities good; potatoes all good-sized but not 
overgrown; very numerous in the hill; vine very large, with strong, heavy foliage of 
light green color, and for yield ahead of all other big croppers. It is not as smooth as 
some others, but its great productiveness makes up for. that. Try it this year sure.

586 Bushels per Acre in Virginia. 


J. M. Killian, Blacksburg, Va., writes, Sept. 
23, 1907: ‘‘I planted the 1908 potato you sent 
me during the memorable hot weather in March, 
and dug the tubers Aug. 10th. The potato had 
10 eyes. I planted them one eye in the hill, 
hills 12 inches and rows 8 feet apart. I gave the 
potato the same culture that my other tubers 
received and gave them no extra attention. I 
planted in sod land and fertilized at the rate of 
1,000 lbs. per acre. The result was 24% Ibs., 
or 586.8 bushels per acre. The ‘1908’ is good 
enough for me.’’ 


**964 Bushels per Acre.’’ 


Edward P. James, Pendleton, Ind.. Oct. 30, 
1907: ‘“‘The unnamed tuber that I received 
with my seed potatoes was planted May 11, given 
good soil and the same cultivation that the other 
potatoes received. It is a strong grower and was 
fit to dig Sept. 1. They yielded at the rate of 
264 bushels per acre.’’ 

J. W. Baker, Tiskilwa, Ill., writes, Nov. 4, 
1907: ‘*‘Your 1908 Anniversary Potato did well 
in a very unfavorable season. The yield to the 
hill was very good, tubers quite regular in shape 
and form, fair size, smooth and handsome. My 
impression is it will prove a valuable acquisi- 
tion.

The gen- 
eral appearance is fine, the tubers growing very 
uniform, roundish, somewhat flattened, with 
shallow eves; skin white, slightly russeted, with 
more or less netting.’’

White Victor was our great introduction of 1905. We sold all we could spare 
that year at $9.00 per barrel, $4.00 per bushel; the next year the price was $5.00 
per barrel and we had over 1,000 bushels, but it was not near enough; last year 
our stock was still larger, but we had to ‘turn down order after order and disap- 
point a lot of customers. There is a reason for the way the orders for White Victor have 
poured in. It is just the type of potato wanted for commercial purposes, a strong, vigor- 
ous-growing, heavy yielding, handsome white potato.

It remains firm and hard and fine for cooking way into the summer. 

Third—Handsome Appearance. An all-round potato must be a good looker. White 
Victor is just that. Note our illustration. The skin is white or creamy-white in color, 
well netted and russeted, with few and shallow eyes, and the shape just right. It is ‘not 
quite as smooth as the Rural varieties, but nearly so. 

Fourth—Strong Vitality and Large Growth. In our description of White Victor the 
first year we spoke of this as ‘‘its most striking characteristic.’’ There is never any 
half-stand with fields planted to White Victor. Every cutting grows and makes a 
strong growth. We visited the ten-acre field referred to above on August 29th, and our 
field notes taken at the time read as follows: ‘‘Full 10 acres in rows both Ways. Im- 

mense growth. Ahead of everything. Rows hardly show either way. Planted 3 feet 8 
inches each way.’’ In fact, we drove the whole length of the field without discovering 
that there were rows crossways, so completely did the vines cover the ground. 

Fifth—Good Cooking Quality. White Victor is good when first dug, and it gets better 
as the season advances. For a spring potato it is hard to beat for quality. 

Sixth—Desirable Season. White Victor is medium in season, not real late. It is a 
week earlier than Pat’s Choice and earlier than Sir Walter Raleigh and Carman.

We 
knew it was a ‘‘beauty’’ to look at, and we knew it was extremely early; in fact, for 
early ripening it has easily outdistanced everything else, even going ahead of Triumph! 
but until this last season it has never yielded very well, according to our experience. 
This last year our grower in the Red River Valley secured a fine yield and sent us some 
really splendid stock, running larger even than most of our other Red River varieties. 

So we feel like recommending Noroton Beauty this year good and strong. Believe 
it has come to stay, and perhaps it will take the place of Bliss’ Triumph. It grows like 
Triumph, with small, compact vine, broad, light green leaves and pink blossoms, but the 
color, instead of being red, is white or nearly so, with pink eyes and pink splashes,

Hoard says-it can be grown on any 
soil and is hardier even than red clover. 


Alfalfa is even superior to red clover for enriching the soil, as it has a greater wee development, 
roots having been known to penetrate the soil 20 feet. Its feeding value for stock of all kinds, 
cattle, horses, sheep and hogs, is very great. Prof. Moore says: "Alfalfa hay, if properly cared 
for, is equal ‘pound for pound to the best wheat bran in feeding value.’ Five to six tons can be 
grown on an acre in one season, as three or four cuttings a year are made. Gov. Hoard grew 180 
tons on 35 acres, and he asserts that every ton was worth from three to 
four tons of the best timothy hay. 


CULTURE.—Sow in the spring, 20 pounds to the acre, ‘the best seed 
obtainable, with a nurse crop of one bushel of barley or oats. Do not 
cut until the second year, starting when the first blossoms appear, and 
cutting each time thereafter when beginning to blossom. Never pasture 
alfalfa.
